To the Selectinen and Citizens of Alstead: 


We have had no contagious diseases in town during the past 
year and very few complaints of nuisances. We have had, however, 
two deaths from tuberculosis, one a citizen, the other coming into 
town from Boston. After these deaths the houses were thoroughly 
fumigated. 

The sanitary conditions of the schools have been much better 
than in previous years. We have followed the instructions of the 
state board of health as far as possible in regard to the vaccination 
of school children. 

Two members of the local board attended the sanitary confer- 
ence held in Concord last spring and received much valuable in- 
formation and instructions from the state board of health. 

We have prohibited smoking and loafing in all stores and 
places where food and confectionery is on sale, and although it has 
not been fully lived up to, the conditions have greatly improved.
